The  controlled 
oods  include :    Pottery   and  glassware, 
tlery  and  hollowware,  trunks  and  bags, 
otographic  materials,  fancy  goods,  etc. 
he  full  range  of  controlled  goods  and  their 
otas  is  included,  together  with  an  index 
the  principal  items  of  controlled  and  non- 
ntrolled  general  merchandise.    A  list  of 


general  licences  and  directions  and  the 
conditions  under  which  unrestricted  sup- 
plies may  be  made  are  clearly  described. 
Sections  of  the  booklet  are  devoted  to  ques- 
tions which  arise  in  complicated  businesses. 

British  Pharmacopoeia. — The  General 
Medical  Council  has  approved  names  for 
certain  substances  which  are  now  being 
produced,  or  are  likely  shortly  to  be  pro- 
duced, by  British  manufacturers,  in  some 
instances  under  licences  granted  by  the 
Comptroller-General  of  Patents,  Designs, 
and  Trade  Marks.  These  substances  have 
hitherto  been  known  under  other  names, 
which  are  given  below.  The  question  of 
including  these  substances  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  under  consideration  and, 
if  any  of  them  is  included,  the  intention  is 
that  the  approved  name  given  below  will 
be  its  official  title : —

It  is  hoped  that  the  early  publication  of 
these  approved  names  may  lead  to  their 
general  adoption. 
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Control  of  Road  Haulage. — Under  the 
Road  Haulage  and  Hire  (Charges)  Order 
(S.R.  &  O.  1942,  No.  251),  which  came  into 
force  on  February  23,  charges  for  the 
carriage  of  goods  on  roads  by  motor  vehicles 
or  for  the  hire  of  motor  goods  vehicles  and 
for  incidental  services  must  not  in  future 
exceed  the  amount  which  would  have  been 
fair  and  reasonable  in  October  1940,  with 
the  addition  of  a  percentage  to  reflect 
increases  in  costs  since  that  month.  The 
amount  to  be  added  is  7^  per  cent.,  unless  it 
is  proved  in  a  particular  case  that  a  higher 
or  lower  percentage  should  be  allowed. 

Birmingham  Whist  Drive. — A  whist  drive 
was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bir- 
mingham Pharmaceutical  Association  on 
February  11.  The  president  (Mr.  H.  Walsh) 
was  unable  to  attend  and  his  place  was 
taken  by  Mr.  L.  H.  Teare  (vice-president). 
Mr.  E.  C.  Thonger  acted  as  M.C.  Tea  was 
served  during  the  interval.  The  prize- 
winners were:  Mrs.  Scragg,  Mrs.  Cooper, 
Mrs.  Bright,  Misses  Byford  and  Langford, 
and  Mr.  Goulding.  Prior  to  the  whist  drive 
the  following  alteration  in  Association 
rules  was  approved  by  members  present :

whom  are  offered  further  small  sums  for 
reproduction  rights.  The  acting  director, 
Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  has  selected 
sixty-eight  of  the  photographs  for  the  Kew 
Collection  of  Native  Medicinal  Plants.

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Science  in  Irish  Industry. — Speaking  at  a/ 
meeting  of  the  Irish  Chemical  Association 
in  Dublin  on  February  16,  Mr.  de  Valera 
said  that  a  national  laboratory  was  absor 
lutely  essential.  The  meeting  discussed 
the  application  of  chemistry  and  science 
in  general  to  Irish  industry,  and  a  paper 
on  this  subject  was  presented  by  Professor 
T.  Dillon,  D.Sc,  University  College,  Galway. 

"  Dublin  "  as  Trade  Mark  Prohibited.— 

Following  representations  by  the  Eire 
Government,  the  Government  of  Cuba  has 
prohibited  the  word  Dublin  as  a  trade 
mark  in  respect  of  certain  pharmaceutical 
preparations  in  that  country.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Irish  Industrial  Development 
Association  states  that  an  application  to 
register  the  word  was  advertised  in  the 
Cuban  Government  Gazette  in  March  1941. 
The  Association  considered  that  the  mono- 
poly of  the  word  as  a  trade  mark  in  Cuba 
was  likely  to  damage  Irish  interests. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association,  Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher  (president) 
in  the  chair,  the  attention  of  members  was 
drawn  to  the  new  prices  for  a  proprietary 
disinfectant,  which  show  a  reduction  in- 
the  profit  margin.  The  Association  had 
been  in  communication  with  the  makers, 
who  were  not  prepared  to  revise  the  new 
prices.  The  prices  for  the  following  articles 
have  been  temporarily  suspended :  All 
toilet  rolls ;  olive  oil ;  camphor.  Prices 
for  linseed  oil,  turpentine,  colza  oil  and 
Irish  honey  were  already  suspended. 

Dail    Question    on    Pharmacy    Bill. — 

In  Dail  Eireann  on  February  18,  Professor 
J.  M.  O' Sullivan  asked  the  Minister  for 
Local  Government  and  Public  Health 
whether  it  was  his  intention  to  introduce  a' 
new  Pharmacy  Bill  or  amending  legislation, 
and  what  progress  had  been  made  in  the 
examination  of  the  question  since  the 
matter  was  last  raised  in  the  House. 
Dr.  C.  Ward  (Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
the  Minister)  replied :  It  is  not  intended  at 
present  to  introduce  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  It" 
was  reported  in  the  public  Press  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  had 
given  evidence  before  the  Commission  on' 
Vocational  Organisation,  and  it  is  proposed 
to  await  the  report  of  the  Commission 
before  deciding  on  legislative  proposals. —

body  gave  evidence  before  the  Vocational 
Commission  ?

After  reading  the  address  of  Mr.  Mallinson 
reported  on  pp.  225-27,  I  turned  to  your 
issue  of  October  4,  I941,  in  which  five 
articles  written  by  him  on  the  future  of 
pharmacy  were  summarised.  His  Liverpool 
speech  entitled  "Unity  in  Pharmacy"  is  to 
a  great  extent  a  variant  on  the  articles. 
Your  editorial  comment  on  p.  235  and  your 
reference  to  the  same  subject  in  its  broader 
aspects  on  December  20  provide  valuable 
material  for  discussion  and  decision.  The 
attitude  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  as  set  forth  at  Liverpool,  is  definite 
and,  in  my  view,  reasonable.  "The  N.P.U. 
did  not  want  to  be  an  opposition  body ;  .  .  . 
it  did  not  want  to  indulge  in  personalities." 
It  is  important  that  personalities  should  be 
ruled  out,  at  the  outset  of  any  negotiations, 
as  foolish  and  wasteful  of  time.  Again, 
"they  had  to  say  whether  the  Union's 
experience  of  specialist  business  organisa- 
tion has  been  to  the  advantage  of  pharmacy. 
...  A  body  like  the  [Pharmaceutical]  Soci- 
ety, with  all  its  powers,  statutory  and 
otherwise,  could  never  give  the  necessary 
driving  force  in  matters  affecting  the 
business  interests  of  chemists.  ..."  I 
refrain  from  further  remarks  beyond  the 
suggestion  that  a  stage  has  been  reached 
at  which  a  conference  of  the  interests 
concerned  is  desirable.  The  long-range 
exchange  of  views  might  prove  to  be  an 
unprofitable  expenditure  of  energy.  What- 
ever is  to  be  said  at  this  important  juncture 
should,  I  think,  be  said  at  a  representative 
meeting  where  it  could  be  submitted  to  the 
give  and  take  of  general  discussion.  Man, 
as  Montaigne  told  us  long  ago,  is  "undu- 
lating and  diverse"  :  let  us  seek  the  funda- 
mental unity  that  can  govern  diversity. 

Staff  Shortage 

Glasgow  chemists  have  usefully  focused 
attention  on  the  present  shortage  of  staff 
(p.  231),  a  trouble  affecting  many  localities 
and  causing  occasional  inconvenience  to 
customers  as  well  as  frequent  worry  to 
owners  of  businesses.  Three  kinds  of 
assistance  were  mentioned  by  the  opener 
of  the  discussion,  Mr.  Colin  Campbell — 
that  of  young  people,  of  married  women, 
and  of  retired  chemists.  As  far  as  my 
information  goes,  the  young  people  now 
being  initiated  into  the  technique  of 
counter  work  are  doing  very  well.  I  am  not 
so  sure  of  the  adaptability  of  married 
women ;    and  I  may  offer  a  brief  caution 


on  the  employment  of  retired  pharmacists 
Assuming  that  the  certificate  to  be  exjii

Reason  in  Medicine 

The  medical  profession  in  this  countr 
has,  from  the  age  of  Sir  Thomas  Brown 
till  now,  included  a  proportion  of  distil 
guished  men  who  have  realised  the  im 
portance  of  historical  studies ;  and  th 
delightful  lecture  of  Sir  Walter  Langdo 
Brown  on  "Medicine,  Magic  and  Reason 
(p.  230)  adds'  to  our  indebtedness  to  the 
One  can  readily  understand  the  stagnatio; 
in  medical  practice  during  the  Middl 
Ages,  but  it  is  not  so  easy  to  account  for  th 
almost  servile  dependence  on  Greek  an 
Latin  medical  literature  that  continue 
for  a  long  time  after  the  Renaissance.  I 
would  almost  appear  that  during  th 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  th 
introduction  of  every  new  remedy  wa 
objected  to  by  the  orthodox  on  the  grouni 
that  it  was  unknown  to  Galen,  Celsus  ani 
other  classics.  That  attitude  to  innovatio: 
is,  happily,  a  thing  of  the  past.  Th 
lecturer's  statement  that  "the  new  psy 
chology  of  Freud,  Jung  and  Adler  i 
gradually  transforming  jnedicine  from  th 
materialistic  attitude,  with  its  rigid  del 
mitation  between  the  functional  and  th 
organic"  is  of  great  interest.  The  material 
istic  attitude  of  nineteenth-century  med? 
cine  was  shared  by  other  arts  and  sciences 
Medicine  as  a  science  will  advance  wit 
caution  from  the  known  to  the  unknown 
while  as  an  art  it  will  probably  long  retail 
an  element  of  empiricism.  In  every  ad 
vance  in  medicine  pharmacy  should  hav< 
its  part  to  play.  Sir  Walter's  cordia 
recognition  of  pharmacy  should  encourage 
those  who  believe  in  the  necessity  fo;

Offences  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. — At 
omer  Petty  Sessions,  on  February  23, 
ederick  Ruff,  Church  Street,  was  found 
ilty    of    trading    under    the    title  of 
hemist "  when  not  registered  as  a  chemist, 
d  for  offences  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
isons  Act,  1933.   Ruff  was  also  charged 
at  with  intent  to  deceive  he  did  unlaw- 
lly  use  the  certificate  of  another  person ; 
at  he  unlawfully  sold  by  retail  morphine 
ntained  in"  a  stomach  and  indigestion 
"xture,  the  sale  not  being  effected  under 
e  supervision   of   or    by    a  registered 
armacist,  and,  not  being  an  authorised 
ller  of  poison,  he  sold  a  substance  con- 
ining  poison.    Defendant  pleaded  guilty 
all  the  charges  with  the  exception  of 
at  alleging  the  use  of  a  certificate  with 
tent  to  deceive.    Prosecuting  on  behalf 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Cyril 
organ  said  that  Ruff  had  no  pharma- 
utical  qualifications  whatsoever.   All  the 
"eged  offences  were  deliberate  attempts 
ignore  or  evade  the  Act  concerned.  In 
ctober   1939,  defendant  took   over  the 
siness  of  a  chemist  from  the  representa- 
ves  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  M.  Ling,  who  was 
pharmacist.    After  a  time  Ruff  com- 
unicated  with  the  Society  and  sent  in  an 
propriate    fee    for  registration   of  his 
remises.  It  was,  however,  realised  by  the 
ociety  that  he  was  not  a  pharmacist. 

In  communications   subsequently  sent, 
lid  Mr.  Morgan,  Ruff  explained  that  he 


was  about  to  form  his  business  into  a 
corporate  company  and  would  employ  a 
qualified  pharmacist,  and  so  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Defendant 
had  in  fact  employed  two  pharmacists,  but 
even  then  he  was  out  of  order  because  he 
was  not  entitled  to  use  the  word  "chemist."  . 
In  September  1940,  continued  Mr.  Morgan, 
he  visited  Ruff's  shop  as  a  Pharmaceutical 
Society  inspector  and  made  a  purchase. 
At  that  time  he  warned  defendant  and 
explained  in  great  detail  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  concerned.  Matters  continued 
in  much  the  same  way  until  December 
1 941,  over  two  years  after  the  Society's 
first  communication  with  Ruff,  when  he 
again  visited  defendant's  shop  and  made 
certain  purchases,  including  the  mixture 
which  contained  morphine. 

Frank  Maxwell,  M.P.S.,  said  that  he  was 
employed  in  Cromer  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  M. 
Ling  until  Whitsun,  1938.  When  he  left 
the  town  he  accidentally  forgot  to  take  his 
registration  certificate,  and  was  subse- 
quently unable  to  recover  it. 

Ruff  was  found  guilty  on  all  charges,  and 
fined  £1  for  unlawfully  using  the  certificate 
of  another  person  with  intent  to  deceive; 
£5  for  using  the  word  "Chemist";  and 
£2  10s.  on  each  of  the  other  two  charges.

Joseph  Nathan  &  Co.,  Ltd. — Directors 
have  declared  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent, 
on  the  ordinary  shares  for  the  year  ended 
September  30,  1941  (as  in  previous  year).

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A  MODERN  PHARMACEUTICAL  POLIC 

by  J.  M.  B.  King,  M.P.S. 


YEAR  after  year  we  have  been  sur- 
feited with  laments  on  declining  pres- 
tige of  pharmacists,  and  the  deterior- 
ation of  the  profession  to  the  mere  business 
of  vending  packed  medicines,  toilet  prepa- 
rations, hot- water  bottles,  cameras,  etc., 
in  fact  anything  likely  to  sell  and  show  a 
profit.  The  purely  professional  side  of 
pharmacy,  the  preparation  and  dispensing 
of  medicines,  has  shrunk  to  such  dimensions 
that  in  very  many  pharmacies  the  profit 
would  not  pay  the  rent,  and  in  some  it  is 
of  no  consequence  at  all.  This  deterioration 
may  be  assigned  to  three  causes.  They  are 
given  in  their  order  of  date  and  not  neces- 
sarily in  that  of  comparative  importance. 

1.  The  growth  of  wholesale  manufac- 
turing chemists. 

2.  The  vast  increase  in  proprietaries, 
including  the  many  hundreds  of  "  ethical " 
remedies. 

3.  Hospitals,  clinics,  welfare  centres 
and  "dispensing  doctors." 

Dealing  with  the  first  point— the  growth 
of  wholesale  manufacturing  chemists — I  say 
unhesitatingly  that  the  institution  of  the 
large  firms  of  manufacturing  chemists  was 
one  of  the  biggest  nails  that  has  been  driven 
into  the  coffin  of  the  individual  pharmacist. 

Past  and  Present  Conditions 

Prior  to  their  advent  the  pharmacist  was  a 
pharmacist  in  very  truth.  From  the  crude 
drugs  he  prepared  his  infusions  and  ex- 
tracts, tinctures  and  decoctions,  his  plasters, 
blisters,  pills  and  emulsions.  His  pharma- 
ceutical skill  and  knowledge  were  necessary 
and  were  made  good  use  of.  Compare  this 
with  the  position  today:  his  skill  and 
knowledge  is  still  there,  in  greater  measure, 
but  it  is  hardly  ever  required.  Practically 
everything  is  supplied  by  the  wholesale 
chemist.  Even  if  a  pharmacist  was  inclined 
to  prepare  galenicals  time  would  not  permit  ^ 
competition  is  too  keen.  The  second  point 
now  arises,  the  increase  in  proprietaries. 
Had  nothing  worse  than  the  wholesale 
chemist  come  about  the  pharmacist  might 
at  least  have  been  left  undisturbed  to  put 
the  finished  drugs  into  a  bottle  or  into  a 
box  on  the  prescription  of  a  doctor,  though 
alas,  how  little  of  the  skill  and  knowledge 
so  laboriously  gained  is  required  for  this. 
But  actually  the  evil  was  much  greater. 
Soon  came  a  flood  of  proprietary  medicines 
closely  followed  by  hundreds  of  "ethical" 
products,  introduced  by  extensive  medical 


propaganda.  Thirdly,  hospitals,  clinics,  et 
In  the  days  before  the  multiplicity  of  ho 
pitals,  clinics  and  welfare  centres  peopl 
were  treated  in  their  own  homes  anc 
obtained  their  drugs  from  the  local  chemist 
These  institutions,  therefore,  constitute  th" 
third  nail  in  the  pharmacist's  coffin.  I: 
anything  else  were  needed  to  complete  tht 
sorry  story  one  can  add  the  growing  numbe] 
of  doctors  who,  not  content  with  practisin 
their  own  legitimate  profession,  must  need: 
trespass  on  the  domain  of  the  hapless 
pharmacists  by  doing  their  own  dispensing 

The  Main  Problem 

To  all  this  there  can  be  but  one  conclusior 
— pure  pharmacy,  other  than  in  hospitals 
if  not  already  dead  is  in  a  very  critical 
condition.  It  is  useless  to  bemoan  the  fact, 
Circumstances  can  never  arise  to  re- 
establish the  status  quo ;  in  fact,  the  position 
is  likely  to  become  worse,  for  with  the  rapid 
growth  of  chemotherapy  medicine  may  soon 
be  reduced  to  a  few  tablets.  Then  where  will 
pharmacy  be?  To  meet  the  situation 
I  suggest  that,  first  of  all,  pharmacists 
should  forget  all  about  status  and  prestige, 
and  set  about  evolving  a  rational  scheme 
for  pharmacy  as  it  is  today  and  not  as  It 
was  fifty  years  ago.  To  bring  this  about 
let  us  divide  pharmacy  into  two  classes, 
retail  and  professional.  After  all,  our  prim  - 
purpose  is  to  make  a  living,  and  the  best 
living  we  can.  Let  us  admit  that  today 
retail  pharmacy  is  little  else  but  shop- 
keeping,  and  that  the  professional  side 
hardly  exists.  If  pure  pharmacy  is  our 
ambition  then  the  hospital  dispensary  must 
be  our  objective. 

Drastic  Proposals 

I  suggest  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
divests  itself  of  the  aura  of  exaltation  into 
which  it  seems  to  have  gradually  drifted 
in  the  past  years  and  gets  to  work  to  pro- 
duce a  syllabus  of  training  and  examination 
more  in  keeping  with  the  current  require- 
ments of  the.  two  classes  of  pharmacy  now 
actually  in  existence.  Instead  of  conti- 
nuously raising  the  standard  of  examina- 
tions, they  should  do  exactly  the  opposite. 
What  is  the  use  of  men  and  women,  who 
intend  to  open  a  retail  business,  being 
forced  to  stuff  their  heads  with  botany, 
biology,  physiology,  pharmacognosy,  ad- 
vanced chemistry  and  physics  ?  How  many 
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tail  chemists  can  honestly  say  that  today 
ey  have  the  slightest  use  for  these  sub- 
cts?  All  that  is  required  for  the  simple 
spensing  that  is  now  done  in  a  chemist's 
op  is  an  examination  of  the  standard  of 
e  Apothecaries  Hall.  This,  coupled  with 
course  of  business  training  and  a  know- 
of  the  law  as  it  affects  pharmacy,  is 
pie  for  the  purpose.  If  the  present 
fficult  examination  is  continued  I  should 
ve  no  hesitation  in  advising  any  boy  or 
who  asked  my  opinion  to  shun  phar- 
acy  like  the  plague  and  open  a  green- 
ocer's  shop ;  at  least  they  would  save 
emselves  much  time  and  money.  Their 
'y  reward  in  pharmacy  would  be  the 
iserable  privilege  of  handling  certain 
isons,  a  privilege  thoroughly  offset  by 
e  spate  of  inspectors  who  will  worry  him 
r  the  rest  of  his  life.  For  those  who  in- 
to adopt  professional  pharmacy  as  a 
eer  a  similar  adjustment  in  the  syllabus 
ould  be  made. 


Research  and  Hospital  Pharmacists 

Realism  and  not  idealism  must  be  the 
Society's  policy.  In  hospital  work,  as  in 
retail  pharmacy,  the  need  for  profound 
knowledge  has  declined.  The  standard  of 
the  existing  C.  and  D.  examination  is  all  that 
is  required  for  the  hospital  pharmacist. 
Here  again  a  knowledge  of  buying  and  a 
capacity  for  organisation  is  of  more  prac- 
tical use  than  the  ability  to  conduct  a 
research  laboratory.  The  Ph.C.  examina- 
tion should  be  abandoned,  and  for  those 
who  wish  to  take  up  research  work  or 
teaching,  the  B.Pharm.  degree  should  be 
retained.  This  would  tend  to  make  com- 
petition for  institutional  work  fairer  instead 
of,  as  at  present,  giving  an  undue  advantage 
to  the  academically  minded  man  who  is 
often  less  fitted  for  the  practical  task  of 
running  a  dispensary  than  his  humbler 
colleague.  f

As  to  the  last  question,  we  think  nobody 
would  gainsay  that  it  would  be  preferable 
for  all  concerned  for  the  problem  to  be 
managed  by  one  of  the  organisations  within 
the  trade — prima- facie  by  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  Yet  employees  are 
also  interested  in  the  arrangements,  even 
though  they  have  no  material  interests  at 
stake  as  in  the  case  of  the  employers.  There 
is  also  the  position  of  wholesalers  to  be 
considered,  since  they  may  have  contracts, 
accounts  outstanding,  or  other  interests  in 
the  business  to  be  transferred.  These 
problems  would  be  encountered  by  nearly 
all  other  trades  which  might  be  involved  in 
a  concentration  scheme,  so  that  there  is  no 
ground  for  preferential  treatment  so  far. 
When,  however,  the  medical  requirements 
of  the  population  are  considered,  the  case 
for  preferential  treatment  does  take  on 
another  aspect.  Not  only  are  nearly  all 
chemists  under  contract  with  Insurance 
Committees,  but  the  very  nature  of  this 
work  makes  it  questionable  whether  the 
difficulties  resulting  from  "  marriage  "  would 
not  be  infinitely  greater  than  the  results 
obtained  by  concentration.  This  is  essen- 
tially a  problem  that  the  trade  itself  can 
best  settle,  but  whatever  course  may  be 
eventually  decided  on  it  is  important  that 
the  independent  chemist  should  not  be 
penalised  in  comparison  with  the  multiple 
chain  stores. 

Domestic  Problems 

If  "marriage"  between  two  retail  busi- 
nesses is  contemplated  innumerable  prac- 
tical problems  at  once  arise,  and  by  no 
means  one  of  the  least  involves  the  stock. 
Though  many  proprietaries  could  no  doubt 
be  absorbed  in  the  nucleus  business,  it  might 
not  be  so  easy  to  transfer  galenicals. 
Considerations  of  space  would  forbid  it  in 
many  instances,  yet  unless  the  evacuee- 
establishment  was  not  entirely  vacated  the 
rates  would  still  have  to  be  paid.  In  fairness 
to  either  party  some  means  of  payment  or 
re-establishment  ought  to  be  settled  when 
the  linking  up  takes  place,  involving  stock- 
taking and  transport — no  light  task  in  these 
days  of  staff  shortage.  Further,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  values  at  some 
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indefinite  period  in  the  future  may  be  vastly 
different  from  now,  or  that  stock  in  one 
business  having  rectified  a  dearth  of  it  in 
the  other,  may,  at  a  re-establishment 
period,  be  unobtainable.  It  might  be 
thought  that  as  these  problems  have 
apparently  been  surmounted  in  certain 
manufacturing  businesses,  retailers  can  also 
overcome  them.  The  fact  is  that  the  two 
are  not  comparable.  One  illustration  of  this 
is  that  two  manufacturers,  a  considerable 
distance  apart,  can  work  in  the  premises 
of  the  one  or  the  other,  but  the  chemists 
would  need  to  be  in  adjoining  areas;  the 
one  manufacturer  could  select  his  vis-ct-vis 
but  the  chemist  might  have  to  combine  an 
East-end  with  a  West-end  type  of  business. 
Comparing  trades  generally,  it  would  appear 
that  those  who  turn  over  their  stock  many 
times  a  year  or  only  deal  in  standard 
articles  are  best  suited  for  "marriage,"  and 
chemists'  businesses  generally  do  not  come 
within  this  category. 

A  Controversial  Subject 

It  would  serve  no  purpose  to  publish  an 
article  on  pharmaceutical  policy  that  was 
not  controversial  and  we  realise  that  "A 
Modern  Pharmaceutical  Policy"  (p.  254) 
is  likely  to  bring  forth  a  correspondence 
that  will  be  notable  for  two  reasons — bulk 
and  diversity  of  opinion.  As  the  independ- 
ent paper  of  the  drug  and  pharmaceutical 
trade  we  welcome  opportunities  to  publish 
articles  giving  free  expression  of  opinion 
on  any  subject  of  trade  interest.  It  should 
not,  however,  be  assumed  therefrom  that 
we  necessarily  agree  with  the  views  put 
forward  by  the  authors.  In  this  instance 
the  writer  is  a  pharmacist  who  states 
"I  qualified  after  the  war  and  went  into 
business  as  an  assistant.  I  soon  discovered 
that  the  last  thing  required  in  a  chemist's 
shop  was  the  knowledge  I  had  so  laboriously 
acquired,  and  having  no  desire  to  spend  my 
life  as  a  purveyor  of  other  people's  wares  I 
decided  to  get  out  of  it  for  good.  Thus,  I 
became  a  hospital  pharmacist." 

Although  the  subject  dealt;  with  is  one 
that  primarily  concerns  retailers  it  is  also 
one  of  interest  to  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers,  whose  future  welfare  is  bound 
up  with  that  of  the  independent  retailer. 
The  case  as  stated  by  the  author  needs  no 
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explanation.  By  some  it  might  be  terme( 
revolutionary  and  destructive,  while  othe 
readers  may  commend  it  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  realistic  and  practical.  While  i 
may  be  destructive  in  some  respects  an< 
ignores  important  principles  on  whicl 
pharmacy  is  based  it  has  the  good  point 
of  being  concrete  and  constructive.  Thep 
is,  it  will  be  noted,  no  complaint  against  tht 
manufacturing  chemists,  the  makers  o 
proprietary  and  ethical  products,  nor  th< 
other  developments  in  the  drug  tradi 
mentioned.  These  points  are  simply  stated 
so  the  author  claims,  as  the  reasons  wh) 
generally  today  pharmacists  engaged  ii 
retail  trade  have  little  or  no  use  for,  o 
opportunity  to  practise,  the  high  standan 
of  pharmaceutical  skill  and  knowledge  whicl 
they  are  required  to  attain.  His  remedy 
for  this  alleged  disparity  between  officia 
and  actual  requirements — between  thi 
qualifying  standard  and  that  needed  toda] 
efficiently  to  carry  on  the  business  of ' \ 
retail  pharmacist — is  that  training  anc 
examinations  should  be  drastically  revise( 
to  meet  present-day  requirements.

XII. — Antipyretics  and 
Analgesics 

Mode  of  Action. — A  number  of  aromatic 
mpounds  have  the  dual  action  of  reducing 
e  body  temperature  (antipyretic)  and 
ilieving  pain  of  the  less  severe  type  such 
s  headache  and  muscular  and  rheumatic 
ains.  The  nervous  centre  controlling  tem- 
erature  is  probably  situated  in  that  area 
f  the  brain  known  as  the  hypothalamus. 

e  temperature  in  man  and  warm-blooded 
nimals  is  kept  uniform  through  a  balance 
etween  heat   formation   and   heat  loss, 
hich  occurs  through  the  lungs,  skin  and 
ther  organs.   If  heat  production  is  exces- 
ve,  as  in  severe  muscular  exercise,  this 
balanced  by  an  increase  in  heat  loss  from 
e  skin  by  dilation  of  the  vessels  and  by 
erspiration.    The  heat  loss  is  determined 
y  the  extent  to  which  the  skin  vessels 
re  dilated  and  the  activity  of  the  sweat 
lands,  while  the  heat  production  depends 
n  voluntary  and  involuntary  muscular 
ction.    These  factors  are  balanced  by  a 
ervous  co-ordinating  mechanism  in  the 
ypothalamus.    Normally  the  mechanism 
"set"  for  a  particular  body  temperature, 
hich  ranges  from  96-7°  F.  to  990  F.  if 
ken  orally,  but  during  fever  is  set  at  a 
igher  temperature,  because  the  body  deals 
lore  effectively  with  invading  organisms 
t  a  slightly  elevated  temperature.  The 
ncreased  body  temperature  is  maintained 
>y  increased  heat  production  and  diminished 
Leat  loss  (contracted  cutaneous  capillaries). 
Antipyretics  do  not  lower  the  temperature 
)y  reducing  heat  production,  but  by  in- 
reasing  the  dissipation  of  heat  from  the 
>ody  by  dilating  the  cutaneous  vessels 
vhich  exposes  a  large  amount  of  blood  to 
he  surrounding  air,  which  is  much  cooler 
han  the  body.  The  explanation,  however, 
s  not  quite  as  simple  as  all  this,  and  it  is 
Imost  certain  that  antipyretics  also  act  on 
he  temperature-regulating  mechanism  in 
he  brain  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  it 
o  "set"  the  temperature  at  a  lower  level. 
Antipyretics   produce   a   marked   fall  of 
emperature  in  the  fevered  individual,  but 
ause  very  little  fall,  if  any,  in  a  person 
ith  normal  temperature. 
Although    antipyretics    were  primarily 
ntroduced  to  reduce  fever,  they  are  now 


used  to  a  large  extent  to  alleviate  pain. 
Their  analgesic  action  is  quite  different 
from  that  of  morphine,  which  has  often  to 
be  used  in  severe  pain,  for  the  treatment 
of  which  the  antipyretics  are  ineffective. 
They  are  primarily  used  for  neuralgic  and 
muscular  pains  and  headache.  Their  mode 
of  action  is  not  completely  understood. 
They  may  lower  the  threshold  of  sensibility 
of  the  sensory  nerves  and  so  diminish  the 
impulses  along  the  nerve  fibres  carrying 
the  sensation  of  pain.  This  does  not  involve 
depression  of  mental  activity  and  is  there- 
fore distinct  from  the  analgesia  obtained 
with  morphia  and  the  hypnotics  and  seda- 
tives. It  is  only  in  toxic  doses  that  the 
aromatic  analgesics  depress  the  nervous 
system.  Many  of  the  antipyretics  in  use 
probably  owe  their  activity  to  the  formation 
of  simple  derivatives  of  paraaminophenol 
in  the  tissues  and  differ  mainly  in  the  speed 
at  which  decomposition  occurs.  If  rapid, 
the  drug  has  toxic  effects  on  the  blood  and 
the  antipyretic  effects  are  evanescent. 
Those  drugs  which  decompose  gradually 
produce  a  slow  fall  in  temperature  which 
is  maintained  for  a  longer  period. 

Quinoline  Group. — Quinine,  which  is  a 
quinoline  derivative,  was  the  first  anti- 
pyretic to  be  used.  Its  analgesic  action  in 
therapeutic  doses  is  slight,  although  in 
large  doses  it  depresses  the  nervous  system. 
Quinine  has  the  formula —

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Quinine  has  been  combined  with  salicylic 
acid  or  its  derivatives  to  potentiate  its 
antipyretic  action,  e.g.  quinine  bisalicylosali- 
cylate,  and  quinine  ethyl  carbonate.  Cin- 
cophen  (atophan,  quinophan)  is  another 
quinoline  derivative  with  analgesic  and 
antipyretic  properties  similar  to  those  of 
the  salicylates.  Since  it  increases  the 
excretion  of  uric  acid  it  is  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  gout,  although  it  is  also  used  as  an 
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analgesic  in  lumbago,  sciatica  and  neuralgia. 
It  is  phenylquinoline  carboxylic  acid.  The 
drug  may  produce  a  toxic  effect  on  the  liver 
and  for  this  reason  a  related  compound, 
neocincophen,  the  ethyl  ester  of  methyl 
phenylcinchonic  acid  was  introduced. 
Animal  experiments  have  shown  that  this 
does  not  produce  liver  damage.  ,

Other  related  compounds  with  a  similar 
action  are  hydroxylphenylquinoline  dicar- 
boxylic  acid  (hexophan)  and  phenylcinchon- 
inic  acid  iodide  (oxyl  iodide). 

Aniline  Group. — The  simplest  member 
of  this  group  is  acetanilide  (antifebrin), 
C6H5  .  NH  .  OC  .  CH3,  prepared  by  heating 
glacial  acetic  acid  and  aniline.  Its  action 
is  thought  to  be  due  to  the  slow  liberation 
of  ^>-aminophenol  in  the  body.  The  dis- 
covery of  this  led  to  the  introduction  of 
^>-aminophenol  derivatives  such  as  phena- 
cetin  (acetphenetidin) .  This  is  formed  by 
acetylating  the  amino  group  of  ^-amino- 
phenol  and  ethylation  of  the  phenolic 
hydroxy  group.  Phenacetin  therefore  has 
the  formula  C2H50  .  C6H4  .  NH  .  CO  .  CH3. 
This  is  one  of  the  safest  of  the  analgesics, 
and  is  often  employed  in  combination  with 
acetylsalicylic  acid  and  caffeine  or  codeine. 
Other  phenetidins  have  been  obtained  by 
replacing  the  acetyl  group  with  other  acyl 
groups,  e.g.  lactylphenetidin  (lactophenin), 
salicylphenetidin,  propionylphenetidin,  and 
glycylphenetidin.  The  calcium  double 
salt  of  ^-aminobenzoic  acid  and  benzylsuc- 
cinic  acids,  H2N  .  C6H4  .  COO  .  Ca  .  OOC  . 
CH2 .  CH2  .  COO  .  CH2 .  C6H5,  is  also  used 
as  an  analgesic. 

Salicylate  Group. — Salicylic  acid  was 
originally  introduced  into  medicine  as  a 
substitute  for  phenol,  but  it  is  now  chiefly 
used  as  the  sodium  salt  in  rheumatic  fever. 
Salicylic  acid  is  o-hydroxybenzoic  acid, 
HO  .  C6H4  .  COOH.  Salicylates  do  not  pro- 
duce effects  in  any  other  disease  which  are 
comparable  to  those  that  they  produce  in 
acute  rheumatic  fever.  The  greater  part  of 
salicylic  acid  is  excreted  after  administration 
in  the  form  of  salicyluric  acid,  a  compound 
of  salicylic  acid  and  glycine.  Acetylsalicylic 


acid,  or  aspirin,  CH3  .  CO  .  O  .  C6H4 .  COOH, 
is  used  more  than  any  other  drug  to  relieve 
headache,  neuralgia  and  rheumatic  pains, 
and  as  an  antipyretic  in  cases  of  colds  an 
influenza.  It  has  recently  been  shown  that 
the  calcium  and  magnesium  salts  are  bette- 
tolerated  and  absorbed,  and  do  not  irritate 
the  stomach  like  aspirin  itself  does.  Calcium 
aspirin  can  also  be  given  intravenously. 
Other  combinations  of  salicylic  acid  have 
been  made  to  enhance  the  value  of  the 
drug  in  rheumatic  conditions,  e.g.  salicitrin 
(novaspirin)  or  methylene-citryl  salicylic 
acid,  and  salysal  or  salicyl-salicylic  acid. 
Salicylic  ethyl  ester  carbonate  is  not  only 
an  analgesic  and  antirheumatic,  but  it 
promotes  the  flow  of  bile.  The  analgesic 
effect  of  salicylic  acid  is  intensified  by 
combining  it  with  phenetidin. 

Pyrazolone  Group. — This  group  contains 
the  most  potent  of  the  aromatic  analgesics. 
The  first  to  be  introduced  was  antipyrin  or 
phenazone  (i-phenyl-2  :  3 -dimethyl- 5 -pyra- 
zolone) .

Amidopyrine  (4-dimethylamino- 1  -phenyl- 
2  :  3-dimethyl-5-pyrazolone)  has  the  same 
formula  except  that  the  hydrogen  of  the 
4-position  is  replaced  by  the  dimethylamino 
group,  N(CH3)2.  The  drugs  are  very  effec- 
tive and,  generally  speaking,  produce  no 
unpleasant  side  effects,  although  amido- 
pyrine is  known  to  be  a  cause  of  a  rare 
condition  known  as  agranulocytosis,  in 
which  the  bone  marrow  is  affected.  Another 
pyrazolone  derivative,  known  as  novalgin 
or  dipyrone,  is  sodium  phenyldimethyl- 
pyrazolone  methylaminomethane  sulphon- 
ate.  It  is  used  in  place  of  salicylates  in 
muscular  rheumatism.  Other  acetyl  radicals 
have  been  introduced  into  the  pyrazolone 
ring,  e.g.  the  isopropyl  radical  to  form 
isopropyl  antipyrine  (larodon).  Salipyra- 
zolon  is  antipyrin  salicylate,  which  com- 
bines the  functions  of  an  analgesic,  anti- 
pyretic and  anti-rheumatic.  The  analgesic 
effect  of  amidopyrine  and  the  drugs  of  this 
group  is  enhanced  by  administering  them 
with  barbiturates  such  as  phenobarbitone, 
pentobarbitone  sodium,  and  diallylbarbi- 
turic  acid.  In  some  cases  loose  molecular  com- 
pounds are  formed  by  fusing  amidopyrine 
with  a  barbiturate.

Most  reports  agree  that  general  business 
shows  some  improvement.  The  volume  of 
trade,  though  not  large,  is  satisfactory  in 
view  of  the  poor  supply  position  of  some 
commodities.  Prices  are  generally  firm,  but 
actual  rises  have  been  few.  Little  of  interest 
has  occurred  in  Pharmaceutical  Chem- 
icals, and  restriction  of  spot  supplies  of 
some  items  remains  the  main  obstacle. 

Crude  Drugs 

Drug  business  shows  a  distinct  improve- 
ment, rather  larger  quantities  than  usual 
being  taken  by  the  home  consuming  trades. 
Market  transactions,  on  the  other  hand, 
have  been  fewer.  Prices  have  remained 
firm  throughout,  and  there  have  been  no 
indications  of  reductions.  Occasional  in- 
quiries have  been  received  for  Japanese 
Agar,  but  the  position  is  one  of  increasing 
difficulty.  Interest  in  Curacao  Aloes  is 
live,  but  no  arrivals  have  been  noted. 
English  producers  of  Antimony  maintain 
their  prices  at  recent  levels.  Many  inquiries 
have  been  received  for  Sumatra  Benzoin 
from  consumers  anxious,  no  doubt,  about 
future  supplies.

Pharmacists  for  the  Services 

Sir, — It  would  appear  that  unreasonable 
pressure  is  being  brought  to  bear  upon 
district  pharmaceutical  war  committees, 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  release  of 
pharmacists  whose  call-up  has  hitherto  been 
deferred.  The  position  already  is  extremely 
difficult.  The  necessary  pharmaceutical 
service  has  been  rendered  for  some  months 
past  under  conditions  of  extreme  stress 
and  strain.  Surely  the  limit  has  been 
reached.  It  is  time  the  Central  Phar- 
maceutical War  Committee  gave  the  War 
Office  and  Ministry  of  Labour  to  understand 
that  they  cannot  expect  any  further  quali- 
fied men  for  the  Services.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  pharmaceutical  ser-. 
vice  is  being  given  to  the  great  army  of 
workers,  including  Government  officials, 
clerks,  and  other  workers,  who,  although 
not  in  uniform,  constitute  a  large  part  of 
the  national  war  effort.  Thus,  the  phar- 
macists themselves  are  also  an  important 
part  of  the  war  effort.  A  serious  situation 
will  certainly  arise  if  the  retail  dispensing 
establishments  of  this  country  are  deprived 
of  any  further  pharmacists.  It  is  impossible 
to  replace  them — as  all  who  are  capable 
of  practising  are  already  doing  so.  It  is 
nonsense  to  talk  of  "pharmacy  being 
favoured  up  to  now" — the  favouring  is 
in  the  public  and  national  interest,  and  is 
therefore  a  reserving,  for  national  service, 
of  essential  qualified  personnel,  the  phar- 
macies of  the  nation  being  in  effect  public 
service  undertakings.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  would  do  well  to  make  strong  repre- 
sentations to  the  War  Office  and  Ministry 
of  Labour,  otherwise  it  is  difficult  to  see 
what  will  happen  to  the  Insurance  dis- 
pensing service.  Have  the  "powers  that 
be ' '  omitted  entirely  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  multitudinous  duties  that  have 
to  be  performed  "behind  the  scenes,"  in 
order  to  maintain  the  dispensing  service  ? 
I  refer  to  absolute  essentials  only,  where 
qualified  men  are  indispensable.  The  test 
is :  What  will  the  national  effort  gain  by 
the  addition  of  a  few  pharmacists  to  the 
Forces  (probably  to  undertake  "general 
duties"  of  a  very  unimportant  character) 
where  their  qualification  is  ignored  ?  On 
the  other  hand,  the  "home  front"  will  lose 
necessary  qualified  personnel,  who  are  at 
present  fully  occupied  in  their  professional 


capacity.  I  put  forward  the  following 
suggestion  by  which  the  Services  could 
have  a  reserve,  while  the  home-front  posi- 
tion would  be,  to  some  extent,  eased : 
Pharmacists  between  twenty-one  and  forty 
or  forty-five  years  of  age  to  go  away  in 
age-groups  for,  say,  three  months'  training, 
after  which  they  would  return  to  civilian 
duties,  and  other  age  groups  go  for  training. 
In  such  circumstances,  those  carrying  on 
retail  establishments  could  manage  some- 
how, knowing  that  their  colleagues  would 
return  after  three  months  to  help  things 
along  again,  before  the  former  went  for 
their  training.  What  are  the  opinions  of 
other  pharmacists  ?

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election 

Sir, — The  decision  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  to  apply  for  permission  to  cancel 
this  year's  elections  is  surprising,  in  view 
of  the  many  expressions  of  opinion  both 
from  branches  and  individuals  regarding 
their  cancellation  last  year.  The  Association 
of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  has  had  this 
matter  under  consideration  in  belief  that 
they  would  be  held,  and  recognises  the 
inadvisability  of  introducing  a  "party" 
system  into  the  elections.  In  the  past  it 
has  been  the  habit  of  retiring  members  to 
advertise  collectively  that  they  alone  have 
the  necessary  experience  and  adminis- 
trative ability  to  serve  pharmacy,  not 
necessarily  consistent  with  their  individual 
efforts.  The  A.P.E.  is,  however,  primarily 
concerned  with  securing  such  membership 
on  the  Council  as  will  ensure  adequate 
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representation  of  its  views.    Indeed,  it  is 
convinced  that  tha  value  of  the  work  of 
the  Council  would  be  enhanced  if  it  were 
practicable  within  the  electoral  system  for 
all  sections  to  be  proportionately  repre- 
sented. .  .  .  For  this  reason  the  A.P.E.  had 
intended  to  nominate  three  candidates. 
Furthermore,  in  view  of  the  fundamental 
changes  resulting  from  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act  and  present  hostilities,  it 
seems  only  right  that  members  should  have 
|  the  normal  opportunity  of  approving  the 
policy  of  its  representatives  on  the  Council. 
The  A.P.E.  is  therefore  opposing  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Council  to  the  Privy  Council 
for  the  cancellation  of  the  elections  for 
I  1942.  Whether  this  application  is  successful 
|H  or  not,  it  is  still  possible  for  the  Council 
,;H  to  reconsider  its  decision  or  for  the  seven 
I  I  retiring  members  to  resign.    Obviously  if,

I  it  would  serve  as  a  vote  of  confidence.

.  ■■thought  of  joining  the  Council.   But,  you 


know,  Mr.  Mallinson,  words  are  not  enough. 
If  we  are  to  have  a  real  unity  in  pharmacy 
we  aren't  going  to  get  it  by  starting  a  public 
slanging  match  with  some  other  section  of 
pharmacy  every  time  we  have  a  difference 
of  opinion. 

By  the  way,  Mr.  Mallinson,  you  are 
hard  up  for  a  grouse  or  you  would  never 
have  picked  upon  such  a  trivial  point 
otherwise.  You  picked  upon  a  chance 
remark  dropped  by  me  in  answer  to  a 
question  to  start  yet  another  entirely 
unnecessary  blitzkrieg  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  upon  the  officials  of 
the  Society.  Because  I,  almost  the  most 
junior  member  of  the  Society's  Council, 
make  a  perfectly  correct  reply  to  a  question 
put  to  me  by  a  fellow  pharmacist,  does  it 
really  become  necessary  for  you  to  attack 
the  Council  and  the  Society  as  a  body? 
What  did  I  say  ?  I  had  better  give  you  the 
whole  history.  The  following  question  was 
put  to  me  during  a  discussion :  '  What 
limitations  were  placed  upon  the  Society 
by  the  Jenkin  case  ? '  Reply :  '  Very  slight 
according  to  modern  interpretations.  In 
fact  with  the  possible  exception  of  carrying 
on  an  insurance  business  the  N.P.U.  does 
nothing  which  is  barred  to  the  Society  by 
the  Jenkin  case.'  It's  quite  true,  isn't  it? 
You  can  take  the  opinion  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  himself,  but  you  cannot  get 
away  from  one  plain  fact,  until  such  time 
as  the  N.P.U.  imposes  sanctions  for  breaches 
of  its  rules  my  statement  will  remain  true 
and  unalterable.  Now,  Mr.  Mallinson,  to 
conclude,  I  want  to  ask  you  three  questions. 
Is  it  really  necessary  for  you  to  bombard 
the  Society  and  its  Council  because  of  this 
reply  of  mine  ?  Do  you  really  believe  that 
a  perfectly  straight  and  innocent  answer 
to  a  perfectly  straight  question  constitutes 
prima  facie  evidence  of  a  probable  aggression 
by  the  Society  on  the  preserves  of  the 
N.P.U.  ?  And,  above  all,  do  you  really  think 
that  your  Liverpool  address  has  contributed 
in  the  least  towards  unity  in  pharmacy  ? ' '

Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion. — /.  W.  H. — 

The  following  notes  on  your  prescription 
will  probably  be  of  assistance  to  you  : — 

Benzyl,  benz. ..        ..  .. 

Acid,  oleic.     . .        . .        . .  %iv 

Potass,  hydrox.        . .        . .  q.s. 

S.V.M.  ad  giij. 

To  dispense  this  prescription  as  written, 
mix  the  oleic  acid  with  the  benzyl  benzoate, 
neutralise  with  the  caustic  potash  (KOH, 
i  part;  distilled  water,  i  part),  using 
phenolphthalein  as  indicator.  Finally  add 
to  this  the  requisite  amount  of  industrial 
spirit.  The  preparation  will  ultimately 
separate  owing  to  the  excess  of  benzyl 
benzoate,  but  will  shake  up  easily  and  can 
be  applied  with  a  stiff  brush.  This  prescrip- 
tion was  never  intended  as  a  cream  but 
as  a  lotion.  If  it  has  been  issued  as  a 
creamy  preparation,  one  can  only  assume 
that  some  modification  has  been  made,  as 
otherwise  it  separates  into  three  layers. 
Conceivably  sodium  hydroxide  might  have 
been  used  instead  of  potassium  hydroxide. 
With  dispensing  skill  this  might  be  made 
into  a  creamy  preparation. 

Etching    Steel.— 5.    M—  The  following 
are  suggested  formulas  for  etching  fluids 
for  steel  and  iron  :— 
i.  Pure  nitric  acid 
For  light  etching,  dilute  with  4-8  parts 
of  water.  For  deep  etching,  dilute  with  an 


equal  weight  of  water. 

2.  Spirit  (80%)  . .  . .  120 
Pure  nitric  acid  . .  . .  8 
Silver  nitrate        . .  . .  1 

3.  Acetic  acid  (30%)  ..  40 
Absolute  alcohol  . .  . .  10 
Pure  nitric  acid     .  .  . .  10 


Steamed  Bone  Flour. — R.  J.  R. — This 
is  an  alternative  trade  name  for  steamed 
bone  meal,  which  is  produced  by  steaming 
bones  under  pressure  and  then  drying  and 
grinding.  Typical  grades  sold  are  raw, 
4^  per  cent,  ammonia,  50  per  cent,  phos- 
phate; steamed,  i|  per  cent,  ammonia, 
60  per  cent,  phosphate;  or  per  cent, 

ammonia,  60-70  per  cent,  phosphate; 
steamed  bone  meal,  domestic,  3  per  cent, 
ammonia,  50,  per  cent,  phosphate.  The 
chief  purposes  of  bone  meals  are  as  ferti- 
lisers and  animal  feeding  stuffs  (e.g.  cattle 
cakes  and  dog  biscuits),  the  grades  varying 
according  to  the  purpose.  You  should 
stipulate  the  purpose  referred  to  in  your 
letter,  when  applying  for  supplies  of  bone 
meal.
